“In view of the threatened and al- 
ready existing consequences of con- 
ducting such an enterprise I request 
that promptly upon the receipt of this 
communication it be discontinued and 
withdrawn.

Waiter Victims. 


Adoiph Georg Jr., personally known 
to néarly every prominent politician 
and labor leader in the city, and George 
Gast, one of his waiters, were shot 
_and killed in the Georg wineroom at 
153 West Randolph street last night in 
the presence of more than: fifty pa- 
trons, many of whom are conspicuous 
in political and industrial circles. The 
killer escaped. 
| Police are seeking to question Thom- 
‘as Kéarney, president of the Chicago 
Building Trades council, and Thomas 
J. Walsh, business agent of the Sheet 
_ Metal Workers’ union. Both were 
| members of a party of seven, one of 
‘which was the slayer. 

Through the testimony of one of 
them the identity of the murderer, the 
police hope, will be ascertained. Wit- 
nesses to the shooting gave a descrip- 
tion of a man with a smoking pistol 
‘in his hand which tallies closely to 
that of Walsh.

York Lives 
a Single Room 


to Aid Others

Pall Mall, Tenn., Dec. 3.—[{Special.] 
—Sergt. Alvin C. York, who, according 
to Marshal Foch, “did the greatest 
thing accomplished by any single sol- 
dier during the world war,” has no 
home except a room about ten feet 
square in his mother’s cabin here 
This is the living and sleeping room 
of his wife, his eight months old son 
and namesake, and himeelf. 

Despite the press dispatches at the 
time of the hero’s return to his native 
Tennessee mountains, York does not 
own a farm. It was said then that 
the Nashville Rotary club had pur- 
chased a farm for him, paid for it, and 
stocked it so that the man who killed 
twenty-five Germans and captured 132 
prisoners in a single engagement had 
only to take possession and receive the 
- scrap of paper” that would make 
his ownership complete and assure his 
economic independence. 


Gift Farm Not Paid For. 

A 410 acre farm was purchased by 
the Nashville Rotary club in the en- 
thusiasm of acclaiming the war’s great- 
est hero. The purchase price was $25,- 
000; there were no buildings on the 
place. The club had the deed to the 
property recorded in its own name, but 
two notes for $4,687.50 each must be 
takem up before York receives the 
deed to the farm. 


There are no evidences in the room 
which York occupies that he had any- 
thing to do with great adventure. A 
bed, a few sturdy wooden chairs, a 
table, on which lies the well thumbed 
York Bible, and a few wall prints are 
its only furnishings. 

“ Before I went. to the war I never 
owed any man a dollar I couldn’t pay,” 
York said. “I always worked hard, 
but the debts are worrying me all the 


time. I am not fitted for the hardship 
of owning money. c 


Would Aid Mountaineers. 

“I have refused every proposition of 
making money out of my connection 
with the affair in France. My ambi- 
‘tion is, once the farm is making a liv- 
_ ing for my family, to devote my time 
_to improving conditions in the moun- 
_tains. The best way to do this is by 
means of a great nonsectarian school. 

“The foundation has in the bank 
;about $12,000 raised by my lectures. 
| Pledges amounting to more than $20.- 
/000 more have been made. This money 
is in the hands of trustees. One de- 
nomination offered to underwrite the 
‘foundation to the extent of half a mil- 
lion dollars if necessary. The only 
condition suggested was that they 
should control the religious work. I 
refused to discuss the matter with such 
condition. Another denomination 
made an offer of about $33,000 with a 
I turned it down.” 
Asked why he did not accept moving 
| picture and vaudeville contracts, he 
said: 

“I would rather go around doing 
day work for the. neighbors than get 
a farm in that way.” 

The moving picture people offered 
him $50,000 outright for making the 
film of his exploits, and a royalty, 
which the promoters estimated would 
net him $150,000 more.

A movement was started in Detroit 
to object publicly to his visiting that 
city, and an opinion backing up that of 
Chicago's leading orthopedic surgeons 
was issued in New York by Dr. John 
Joseph Nutt, surgeon-in-chief of the 
New York state hospital for crippled 
and deformed children and former vice 
president of the American Orthopedic 
association. 


Dr. Bacon’s Opinion. 


Probably of most significance was 
an interview on the question given out 
by Dr. Charles S. Bacon, who has been 
a friend of Dr. Lorenz for the last 
twenty-five years and who will be his 
host should the Austrian surgeon come 


here. 
“The orthopedic surgeons have 
raised a question of ethics that is 


sound and well taken,” Dr. Bacon said. 
“I abhor as much as any reputable 
physician the sensational advertising 
that is attending Dr. Lorenz’s visit 
here. I arn under the impression that 
Dr. Lorenz-does not know what is 
going on. He is a foreigner and does 
not know the ways of American news- 
papers and if he were aware of it I am 
inclined to believe he would not be 
willing to come under such conditions. 

“Dr. Lorenz asked me to take charge 
of affairs if he came here, but that 
does not mean that I, who am not an 
orthopedist, would direct his clinic 
further than to select his staff. It is 
true that the first operation is only a 
beginning and the cure depends on 
the care and skill of physicians who 
have charge of the cases after Dr. 
Lorenz treats them. It would require 
a long time to finish up all the work 
started by Dr. Lorenz, and I would 
demand that this care be assured be- 
fore I would sanction any operations.” 


Dr. Nutt Opposes Clinics. 


New York dispatches quoted the fol- 
lbwing statement by Dr. Nutt: 

"Very few of the New York hospi- 
lals having orthopedic surgeons in at- 
tendance have invited Dr. Lorenz to 
attend their clinics. The results of 
Ms former visit do not warrant the 
extension of an invitation to operate 
again in our clinics. 

“In connection with the Chicago 
Satement, it is interesting to note one 
ofthe surgeons who signed it was Dr.

“Farmers should at once make application 
for loans from the war finance corporation to 
enable them to carry their corn for reason- 
able prices,"’ said Warren McCray, fcovenor 
of Indiana and chairman of the corp belt ad- 
visory committee. ‘‘Corn that leaves the 
farm at present prices does not benefit the 
community after values have advanced. It 
is absolutely essential that the loans be se- 
cured as quickly as possible if tney are to do 
any good. There is much less red tape about 
it than generally believed. Farmers should 
see their country bankers at once, and have 
the proper forms made out correctly. Con- 
_ gress is going to be asked to permit the ex- 
portation of grain to Europe on credits, and 
the demand from there, especially for corn, : - 
seems almost unimited, providing they can 
secure accommodations.” The trade gener- 
ally conetrued this as meaning that the war 
finance was not only going to loan money to 
hold back corn on_the farm, but was also 
going to try and provide a broad demand for 

the grain that is marketed.

The respective openings of the two great hereditary social 
events were full of interest to those wanting to know what clothes 
have really taken. Many of the social stars took in the horse show 
in the afternoon and the opera at night. Thus was the clothes 


Boswell able to — the whatness of both afternoon and eve- 
ning garb. It is the former which I am going to consider here, 


At first @timpse the afternoon session of the horse show looks 
much like the bear pit. A stranger to the land might, indeed, feel 
tempted to throw in a few buns. For it seems that about three- 
fourths of the women have elected great swathing garments of fur. 


You can’t write about these garments. You can’t draw them. 
All you can say is, “ Lady clothed in $5,000 worth of mink.” The 
fact of it is that one is struck by the lack of novelty in these fur 
garments. Where are the long waisted effects, the fancy girdles, 
the various subtleties of cut and arrangement which one has found 
in the shop windows all these past days? They are strangely 
lacking.

It is the 
thing that makes women spend mil- 
lions and millions of dollars annually 
on soaps and creams and skin foods. 

Yet the abuses women heap upon 
their complexions are tragic. They 
trust to luck and the application of 
cosmetics to give them what must 
come from within. 

It is attention to the system’s need 
of fresh air, of correct food, of daily 
exercise, of freedom from any constipa 
tion troubles that makes the difference 
between the beautiful complexion and 
the face that is neither happy to look 
upon nor a source of happiness to its 
owner. 

The fresh air need does not require 


_@planation other than to remind the 


geeker after a bright, clear skin how a 
plant withers and fades without it. 
The human plant is the same. The 
more sedentary and indoor the nature 
of your work, the more fresh air you 
fequire. 

So, the first rule for a good complex 
fon is well ventilated sleeping rooms 
and walking far enough daily to ac 
quire lungs full of healthy ozone. 

Eat Rough Foods. 

Next in importance is the kind of 
food you eat. The wrong kind of food 
will spoil a baby’s complexion. Eat 
less starchy foods, white breads, 
greasy meats, and pastries and sub- 
stitute vegetables, fruits, bran breads 
And remember that a certain amount 
of cellulose is necessary to a healthy 
diet. This is contained in largest 
measure in fibrous fruits and vegeta 
bles, such as lettuce, celery, spinach, 
asparagus corn 
beets, onions, parsnips, figs, prunes, and 
Other fruits with their skins-and seeds, 
especially apples; cereals such 4>- 
rolled or cut oats or wheat and bran 
in any of its various forms—bread 
muffins, or ecrsckers. These rough

pation. Eat plentifully of vegetable 
salads with olive oil dressings, because 
the oil is laxative. : 

Then drink water—from six to eight 
glasses a day It will keep the bowels 
clean and the skin free from odor. 
Drink a glass on arising, before retir- 
ing, and between meals. Too much 
cannot be said of water drinking as 
first aid to a clear complexion. 


To Prevent Blackheads. 


It is necessary to keep the skin of 
the entire body clean with daily bath- 
ing in order that the face be an index 
of cleanliness. To prevent blackhea ‘s 
it is not only necessary to scrub the 
face, but the entire body. Because the 
face is the most exposed part of the 
body, it requires particular care. Swea’ 
glands are abundant in the face, and 
are easily choked with dust and grime:

Acne and Pimples. 

The hygienic rules as to air, food 
water, exercise, and bowel elimina 
tion must be strictly observed. Thr 
local treatment is to cleanse with th 
cleansing cream; after removing creai. 
wipe the surface with diluted alcoho 
on a bit of absorbent cotton. Ope 
the pimples with a needle sterilizeu 
by dipping it in alcohol or perokide 
Take pus up carefully with fresh ab 
sorbent cotton which has been dippe 
in alcohol and squeezed out. Dip nee 
dle in peroxide or alcoho! before open 
ing each pimple, and open but one o 
two at a time to prevent an irritateu 
looking skin. Then wipe entire face 
with the alcohol to prevent spread ot 
infection. 

_Apply following acne cream with a 
light massage to get the blood in circu 
lation and help the glands do thei 
work: Lanolin, 5 grams; sweet almon. 
oil, 5 grams; precipitate of sulphur, 5 
grams; oxide of zinc, 2% grams, ea- 
tract of violet, 10 drops. If the case 
is extreme give the treatment morn 
ing and night, and forego the use ot 
water for the first week. Then whe’ 
the face is fairly rid of the pimples use 
the face brush and soap as in the black 
head treatment. After the cream ha: 
been removed apply pads of cotton wet 
With witch haze! and let remain on a 
minute or two. Follow with the ic: 
rub, if you wish. It must be remem 
bered that pimples are invariably th: 
result of allowing blackhead to re 
main until they fester.

We welcome every 
sign of new interest in this subject, 
though this particular request has 
come so many hundreds of times as to 
have lost all piquancy.

And then he says: “It is 
strange, but they cannot.” 


Why Dress the Salad? 


There is economy, certainty, dell- 
cacy, and a number of other things in 
dressing a salad rather than dipping a 
mixed dressing over it. Why? To be- 
“gin with, we have our greens dry 
enough to have the oil stick to them 
and not run off, so that every bit of :° 
is utilized. There will be no wetness in 


bowl or plate when we have finished 


our salads, unless with the greens we 
had sliced tomato, or onion, or cucum- 
ber, or some equivalent like that ex- 


- cellent substitute for cucumber, the 


casaba melon. But more important to 
the perfection of the salad is the fact 


- that-by mixing oil with the greens first 


every tiny part is painted with the oll, 
and then what vinegar is added gives 
aroma and flavor without wilting the 
greens, and the aroma is not the least 
of these, More vinegar can be usei 
than in a French dressing mixed up 
and whipped, and yet there will seem 


. to be less. 


Drying Salad Greens. 

Remember that the salad lettuce must 
be dry. Shake.it dry in a salad basket 
if you have one, or put it in the middle 
cloth, 
gather up the corners, and shake it 
dry. When there is a large quantity 
of the wet lettuce two people are really 
needed for this work. 

Put -the greens in a large salad 
cloth, one person twist the cloth one 
way and the other the. other way, 


‘then swing it back and forth to 


shake -out water. When there 
are but small quantities, and 
time is short, it may be best to dry 
each piece with a cloth, after it has 


been washed and drained. Scme peo- 


ple take more pains to have an im- 


so do not keep as well. 


maculate salad towel in their kitchen 


than towels for glassware, silver, and 


other dishes. 

In starting to get dinner the salad 
materials are often the first thing 
that should be attended to—not al- 
ways, but often. When the lettuce or 
{ts equivalent has been well washed, 
it will crisp in the drainer, and in an 
hour may be sufficiently dry through 
@vaporation alone, if turned over & 
few times. In homes where a more or 
less conventional dinner is served, this 
operation is performed 365 times a 
year. Practice ought then tobe per- 
fect and can be so easily. In prepar- 
ing for many a sort of family dinner 
this picking over, washing, ‘and dry- 
ing the salad greens may be the one 
biggest piece of work. 

Dressing the Salad. — 

Whether we take a small bowl and 
tiix a French dressing in it, or take a 
large one—high and deep and capa- 
cious if for more than two—and fill it 
with the green preparatory to dressing 
them, we need for perfect results to 
rub the bottom of these bowls with the 
cut end of a clove of garlic. The gar- 
lic flavor is drowned in the oil, and the 
oil is so given a finish that can be 
given it in few other ways, and those 
expensive ones. 3 

The process is then to rub the bowl 
with garlic, put in the dried salad 
greens, sprinkle over a little salt, 
measure out the oil by tablespoonfuls, 
sprinkle this over the greens, and toss 
them with salad fork and spoon until 
the surface has been painted-with oil. 
Then put in the measuring spoon the 
paprika that is to be used, add vinegar, 
and be sure that every grain of paprika 
is wet, then sprinkle the vinegar in 
which it has been wet, or semi-dis- 
solved, over the salad, and again toss 
the whole with spoon and fork— 
wooden fork and spoon—and serve at 
once. These tossing processes are 
called “ fatiguing.” 

In using small tomatoes in such a 
salad do not put them in until the salad 
has been dressed, and then put them 
in whole and toss. They may be cut 
as served, and a little of the dressed 
greens over the cut surfaces will sea- 
son them sufficiently. Slices of cucum- 
ber hold oil fairly well. Wet in the 
bottom of the bowl quickly wilts let- 
tuce, and, besides, it is uneconomical 
for other reasons. 

One-half teaspoon of salt, two table- 
gpoons of oil, one-half teaspoon of pap- 
rika, and three-fourths of a tablespoon 
of vinegar is enough for four large 
plates of salad if dressed in the bow) 
as described, 

Salad Oils. 

It takes much larger yuantities of 
oil and vinegar if we mix a dressing 
and add it to salad greens than it does 
to dress the salad. When you want to 
use the finest oil and get the full bene- 
fit of its fineness, you can get this most 
perfectly in the dressed salad, 

It is quite generally granted that the 
Spanish oils are best. Italian are fine, 


but a perfectly refined cotton seed oil 
is a better thing to cultivate an oil 
taste on than some olive oils. The rea 
son for this is that these less perfect | 
olive oils are not as completely refined, 
When they 
have aged somewhat they may not be 
rancid, but they have a flavor that is 
no more acceptable to those who love 
a fine oil than that of a rancid oll, 
and no amateur at oi] eating will tol- 
erate them. They seem to me even 
more objectionable for a mayonnaise 
than for a French dressing. 

People who have learned to eat oi! 
will use it absolutely plain, without any 
seasonings even of vinegar and salt, on 
salad greens. Americans have not 
been eaters of oils, partly because im 
perfectly refined and carelessly kept 
oila were more objectionable of flavor 
than that of the cod’s liver—a hated 
medicine. Today we get exceedingly 
fine grades of oil. 

Mixing a French Dressing.

ful of vinegar—plain cider or some 
special salad vinegar. Whip with a 
silver fork, In three or four strokes 
it should be creamy looking because 
you have emulsified the oil.. Serve at 
once, or it will separate, but it may 
be beaten up as often as necessary. 
The point is, the success depends upon 
the whipping of the oil to get a sea- 
soned mixture. This is enough for two 
large plates of salad. 


Uses of French Dressing. 


In cookery French dressing has many 
uses beside that for salad. It is used 
for “ marinating,” or seasoning, steaks 
of all sorts including a broiled salmon 
steak, which is vastly improved by it. 
In addition some slices of onion also 
help out. Steaks are often turned over 
and over in a French dressing before 
put into the broiler, but a salmon 
steak is best if it is turned over every 
fifteen minutes for an hour in this 
dressing with some sliced onion. Cold 
sliced meats turned over and over in 
this dressing are pleasantly seasoned. 
In this case the dressing is called a 
vinaigrette. The preparation for 
larger pieces of meat like beef a la 
mode may be just this French dressing 
with a multiplication of seasonings or 
just the simple ones. 


Uses of Mayonnaise Dressing. 


For fruit mixtures, vegetable mix- 
tures, and fish and meat mixtures, 
served as salads. thé mayonnaise is the 
finest binding and seasoning element. 
Some of these mixtures are called by 
the name of the material and _ the 
dressing combined, as in the case of 
lobster or salmon mayonnaise. If the 
mnaterial, whether fruit, vegetab’es, or 
meat, is cut exceedingly fine, the 
mayonnaise will go farther, and the 
whole be more satisfactorily seasoned.

Reams have been written on tng 
subject of mayonnaise, a dressing that 
keeps well so is a convenient supply. 
It should never taste of oil. If 
the seasonings have not changed it 
enough to take away the pure oll taste 
it is more than likely that the oil 
used is crude in some respect, not a 
refined one. But with heavier flavors 
or seasonings like mustard, a less per 
fect oll can be used. 


Mixing Mayonnaise. 


One egg yolk, seasonings, oll from 
half a cup to a quart. As much as 
a quart of oil may be beaten into 
a mayonnaise started with one egg 
yolk. For mild seasonings use half 
a teaspoon of salt and one tablespoon 
of vinegar per cup of oil. Use only 
the best cider vinegar. For fish sal- 


‘ads, in particular, some people like 


a bit of mustard seasoning in their 


mayonnaise, while others abhor it, 


Put the dry seasonings into a large 
soup plate or shallow bowl, add the 
egg yolk, and stir this carefully with 
a fork or whisk, so that it resembles 
cream in texture. If you add vinegar 
you may split the egg yolk and that 
spells disaster. When it is a perfect 
cream add the oil a drop at a time, 
whisking the yolk and oil back and 
forth until a tablespoon or more has 
been added, then oll may be added in 
larger quantities. When a half cup of 
oil has been added a tablespoon may be 
added at a time, and though the dres- 
sing seems to break, it may be quickly 
bound into smoothness by the whisk- 
ing.

etitch—using either an even stitch or 
one long and one short stitch. 

No. 1062 is an exceptionally attrac- 
tive house dress and about as simple 
and easy to make as can well be. It is 
cut in one piece from neck to hem, 
with kimono sleeves, and is intended 
to be slipped on over the head. 

So far it is like many another dress 
or apron, but the jaunty bib finishing 
at the waistline with sash ends that tie 
in the back is what makes it a little 
out of the ordinary.

HENRY H. WINDSOR Mechanics” with, 
of course, no circulation to start with. 
Without any $200,000 “laugh labels” 
or any of the modern. circulation 
stunts, without even solicitors, he has 
built it up to 500,000 monthly. And 
92 per cent of this is sold on news- 
stands. 


Sleeps in Peace. 

“I’m the only magazine owner in 
America who goes to bed without wor- 
rying whether his circulation will be 
the same when he gets up,” chuckled 
Mr. Windsor. “It's growing about 
25,000 a year and practically every new 
reader sticks. 

“And by the way, I’m the first one 
to make a Chicago magazine pay. 
There's a lot of ’em paying now, but 
there wasn’t one when I started. 
There’s no question that Chicago will 
soon be the great magazine publishing 
cénter of the world.” 

Mr. Windsor also publishes Wayside 
Tales, with which is combined “ Car- 
toons.” His son, Henry H. Jr., is editor 
of this.
